Captain DELGADO stated that ALBIZU CAMPOS is allowed by 
law two visits each month from members of his family only 
and his attorney. DELGADO added that the days allowed for 
such visits are Wednesday and Thursday from 1:00 PM to 
4:00 PM. According to Captain DELGADO, ALBIZU’ s only 
visitors have been his sister MARIAHJAMPOS of Ponce, Puerto 
Rico, and FRANCISC0SDLRNANDE2X^RGAS, his attorney. 

II. HEALTH STATUS 


Captain DELGADO asserted that ALBIZU CAMPOS eats well but 
does spend most of his time in bed; that the swelling of 
his legs and body has disappeared since he has received 
treatment and medical attention and has not been allowed 
to cover his body in wet towels. DELGADO said ALBIZU continued 
allegations that he was being stixj e cted to nuclear ray attacks. 
Dr. TROYANO DE LOS RIOS, Medical Director of the Penitentiary, 
advised the following: 

He stated that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS is a _parar.oid case. 

He described this as a kind of monomania which is characterized 
by gradual impairment of the intellect: a progressive form 
of insanity, accompanied by delusions, usually of persecution. 
In addition, Dr. TROYANO DE LOS RIOS stated that aLBIZU 
CAMPOS has dermatophytosis (any fungus parasitic upon the 
skin of man). 

III. STATUS OF APPEALS 


On January 2 6, 1955, Mr. IGNACIO RIVERA, Secretary, Supreme 
Court of Puerto Rico, San Juan, Puerto Rico, advised that the 
Supreme Court had held that the pardon granted NPPR President 
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UUfMHDIiNTiAL 

PEDRO ALBIZU CAIVIPOS was conditional and therefore revokable, 
(It will be recalled that the Governor of Puerto Rico 
granted PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS a pardon on September JO, 1953, 
which pardon was revoked in March 1954, subsequent to the 
wounding of five Congressmen in the United States House of 
Representatives by NPPR members in March 1954). 

Also on January 2$, 1955, Mr, RIVERA advised that the 
Supreme Court had upheld the following sentences received 
by ALBIZU CAMPOS, resulting from charges filed against him 
subsequent to the October 30, 1950, NPPR uprising in Puerto 
Rico.

Mrs: .RIVERA advised that all of the above sentences are to 
be served consecutively and are effective as of the date of 
his arrest on November 2, 1950. Mr, RIVERA stated that the 
above decisions of the San Juan District Court which have 
been upheld by the Supreme Court of Puerto Rico carry 
sentences totalling ten years and nine months and that those 
cases still pending review carry minimum sentences of nine- 
teen years and a maximum of sixty-nine years. 
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Mr. RIVERA advised that the lawyer representing PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS is FRANCISCO HERNANDEZ VARGAS. '

b. Succinct Resume of Case 

ALBIZU joined the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR) in 
1922. He took over the party in 1930, introducing principles 
of defiance against United States authority. He took the 
NPPR to the polls during the elections in 1932, and after an 
overwhelming defeat, urged all Puerto Ricans to refrain from 
voting in elections, and referred to himself as the President 
of the (non-existent) Republic of Puerto Rico. He instructed 
his followers to engage in Island-wide recruiting for the 
Liberating Army of the Republic, which was intended to 
drive the United States out of Puerto Rico by force. He and 
several aides were convicted in 1936 for Sedition, Conspiracy 
and Inciting Insurrection, and served a prison term until 
1943, in Atlanta, Georgia. From 1943 to 1947 he was in 
New York City and his presence there was accompanied by a 
strong upsurge of Nationalist activity and membership in that 
area. From 1947 to 1950, he reorganized the Liberating Army 
and continued his verbal attack against the United States. 

He is generally credited with having inspired the October 1950, 
NPPR uprising in Puerto Rico, if not personally ordering it, 
resulting in numerous violent incidents in Puerto Rico and an 
attack on former President HARRY S. TRUMAN. He was incarcerated 
from November 2, 1950, to September 30, 1953. From September 
30, 1953, to March 6, 1954, another upsurge of Nationalist Party 
activity was noted, culminating in the March 1, 1954, attack 
on the United States House of Representatives. Since his 
reincarceration on March 6, 1954 as a result of revocation 
of his pardon, his activities have subsided and NPPR organization 
in Puerto Rico has become disorganized. The foregoing 
information has been reported by numerous informants and 
sources, who have furnished reliable information in the past, 
throughout the period of investigation regarding the subject 
conducted by this Bureau.

HOLLOMAN on July 1$, 1955, that ALBIZU CAMPOS is incarcerated at 
this penitentiary. He stated that the subject is kept in a cell 
by himself but there is another prisoner in an adjoining cell 
who attends to the subject's personal needs, such as preparing 
his food and cleaning his cell. 

Captain DELGADO stated that there is a guard posted just outside 
of the subject's cell twenty-four hours a day. He stated that 
this guard keeps a constant watch on the subject for security 
reasons and because of the subject’s mental state. 

Captain DELGADO asserted that the subject has no visitors with 
the exception of AIJ3IZU's sister, MARIi^SCAMPOS, and his attorney, 
FRANC ISCOVIERNANDEZYARGAS . > 

II. HEALTH STATUS 

Captain DELGADO advised SA HOLLOMAN on July 15, 1955, that the 
subject is in as good physical health as could be expected for 
a man his age. He stated that ALBIZU CAMPOS has a special diet 
designed to maintain his physical strength, and that he walks 
about his cell for exercise. He stated that the subject has no 
difficulty walking unaided, and that the swelling of his legs has 
disappeared. 

Captain DELGADO advised that the subject alleges that he is being 
subjected to nuclear ray attacks, but that he has noticed no 
deterioration in the subject's mental condition recently. 

III . STATUS OF APPEALS 


Mr. JOSE C. APONTE, Chief, Division of Investigation and Criminal 
Matters, Commonwealth Department of Justice, San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
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advised SA PHILIP T. KING on May 26, 1955, that a motion for dis- 
continuance of appeals of the subject’s 1951 convictions for 
attempt to commit murder and violation of the Commonwealth Sub- 
versive Activities Law #53 was filed on April 19, 1955, by 
Attorney FRANCISCO HERNANDEZ VARGAS and was granted by the Supreme 
Court of Puerto Rico on May 25, 1955. Mr. APONTE stated that 
the subject has no appeals pending at this time. 

IV. CONNECTIONS WITH THE NATIONALIST PARTY OF PUERTO RICO 

The Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico, hereinafter referred to as 
the NPPR, has been designated by the Attorney General of the United 
States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

On October S, 1954, RUTH MARY REYNOLDS testified in the case of 
the United States vs DOLORES LEBRON ; Et Al, in the United States 
District Court, Southern District of New York, on behalf of the 
defendants. During her testimony, REYNOLDS stated that she had 
seen ALBIZU CAMPOS freouently while in Puerto Rico, and that 
ALBIZU had told her on a number of occasions that he advocated 
violence, if necessary, in order to obtain independence for Puerto 
Rico. 

RUTH MARY REYNOLDS was convicted in Puerto Rico on September 7, 
1951. of having violated the Commonwealth Subversive Activities 
Law #53 in that she took an oath to support the NPPR, which oath 
was administered by PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS to persons attending a 
general assembly of the NPPR held December 1$, 1949, at Arecibo, 
Puerto Rico. On November 17, 1954, the Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico Supreme Court reversed the decision of the lower court con- 
cerning REYNOLDS’ conviction. 

DOLORES LEBRON on September 27, 1954, testified in the case of the 
United States vs DOLORES LEBRON; Et Al, in which thirteen Nation- 
alists were tried in the United States District Court of the 
Southern District of New York for seditious conspiracy, that 
ROSA COLLAZO was the first to tell her that she (LEBRON) had been 
named general delegate to the NPPR in the United States. She 
said that when ROSA COLLAZO told her this, she (COLLAZO) had 
just been to Puerto Rico to see PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. 

DOLORES LEBRON also testified that she had been nominated a dele- 
gate to the NPPR in the United States sometime before March 1, 

1954, and that when she went to Chicago, Illinois, she told the 
people there that she had been made a delegate by PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS. 
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As a result of the trial mentioned abov&v both DOLORES LEBRON 
and ROSA COLLAZO were convicted on October 12, 1954, of seditious 
conspiracy, and on October 26, 1954, received sentences of six 
years’ imprisonment, DOLORES LEBRON was one of the four partici- 
pants in the attack on the United States House of Representatives, 
Washington, D, C., on March 1, 1954, and is presently serving a 
prison term following her conviction for participation in that 
attack. 

On October 6, 1954, JUAN BERNARDO LEBRON testified in the case of 
the United States vs DOLORES LEBRON; Et Al, tried in the United 
States District Court, Southern District of New York. In his 
testimony LEBRON stated that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS was a very good 
friend of his. He added that he visited ALBIZU CAMPOS in 1943, 
when he went to Puerto Rico to visit his mother. He said that 
he corresponded with ALBIZU when he returned to New York regard- 
ing NPPR matters, LEBRON further testified that he addressed 
ALBIZU as n Mi querido maestro,” which means ”My dear leader”. 

LEBRON was found guilty on October 12, 1954, in the United States 
District Court, Southern District of New York of violation of the 
seditious conspiracy lav/, and on October 26, 1954, was sentenced 
to six years’ imprisonment. , 

[T-1, who has furnished reliable information in the past, advisedH 
ISA DOUGLAS G. BILLS on July 21, 1955, that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 
continues to be the leader of the NPPR, and in the informant’s 
opinion, will continue to be the NPPR leader until his death. 

V. POSSIBLE EFFORTS TO EFFECT SUBJECT’S RELEASE 

Captain GERARDO DELGADO, previously mentioned, advised SA WILLIAM 
B. HOLLOMAN on July 15, 1955, that he has been told that there 
are rumors that ALBIZU CAMPOS is about to die, and that he has 
had inquires from the local press as to ALBIZU ’s health status. 

He stated that he attributes these rumors to the Nationalists who 
are trying to bring political pressure to bear to get ALBIZU re- 
leased by causing the people of Puerto Rico to think that he is 
about to die and should be released before his death. 

The May 14, 1955, issue of ”La Prensa,” a New York, New York, 
daily Spanish language newspaper, reflects on page 1, column 7, 
and page 5, column 3, under the caption ’’ALBIZU Desires to be 
Buried in Ponce, Puerto Rico,” that ANA MARI/NQAMPOS, sister of 
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ALBIZU CAMPOS had stated that ALBIZU’ s heal¥h has entered "a 
critical phase," and that he has asked to bfeNburied in the ceme- 
tery of- Ponce, Puerto Rico, when he dies, 'According to this 
article, ANA MARIA CAMPOS stated that when she visited ALBIZU . on 
May 3, 1955, her brother 1 s feet were swollen, and that a partial 
paralysis near his head "keeps him in bed motionless". Also, 
according to this article, ANA MARIA CAMPOS stated that ALBIZU 
is confident that his attorneys will get him released on parole 
in order to get him into a hospital where he can receive proper 
medical treatment.

Corson Street, Bristol, Pennsylvania, There is hereinafter set 
forth a translation of this correspondence. 

Letter postmarked June 18, 1955: 

’’Chief of Police, San Juan, Puerto Rico. 

”1 wish to inform you of the following. There 
is an individual here in Bristol, Penna. whose name is 
SIMEON RIVERA and who is ready to go to Puerto Rico to 
see if he can obtain the release from prison of Mr. ALBIZU 
CAMPOS. He says that he directed all the movements of 
the Nationalists in Puerto Rico and especially the one in 
New York, where a policeman was killed.

It is a Question of a Nationalist 
fellow who says that he is ready to go to Puerto Rico 
to carry out an attack on the penitentiary, where 
Mr, ALBIZU CAMPOS is with some more men. He likewise 
says that he was successful in the attack in New York, 
in which a policeman died. He says that he has had a 
great deal of experience in this matter after having 
been a soldier. I believe that I am doing you (?) 
a great favor too, Colonel. It is not possible for 
these disasters to continue in the world. We have 
to watch over our society. This does not mean that 
he has committed a crime, but he has the intention 
of committing one.

According to DELGADO, ALBIZU was moved to a room 
in the hospital ward of the penitentiary several weeks ago when 
he developed a severe cold and has been kept there since in order 
that the doctors may keep a close check on his condition. 

Captain DELGADO stated that the subject has no diffi- 
culty walking about his room unaided but prefers to spend almost 
the entire time in bed. He also stated that ALBIZU has a special 
diet designed to maintain his physical strength. 

Captain DELGADO informed that the subject continues his 
assertions that he is being attacked by nuclear rays directed at 
him by the United States Government in an effort to destroy him.

IV. REPORTED INTERVIEWS WITH SUBJECT 

The August 31, 1955, issue of f, El Mundo,” a San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, Spanish language daily newspaper, on Page 1, column 
1, and Page 16, columns 6, 7 and B, appears an article entitled 
"ALBIZU In Good Physical Condition" written by TEOFILO MALDONADO. 
This article contains information which MALDONADO received as a 
result of an interview with ALBIZU at the Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico Penitentiary at Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, on August 2&, 1955« 

According to MALDONADO, ALBIZU is apparently in good 
physical condition, the cutaneous condition of his legs, as well 
as the swelling of his abdomen, having disappeared. According to 
MALDONADO, ALBIZU^ mental condition is the same as it has been in 
that he still speaks of being attacked by nuclear rays which he 
says are being directed by the United States Government to exter- 
minate him. 

The article by MALDONADO reports that ALBIZU mentioned 
having listened to a certain musical program on the radio and that 
when ALBIZU was told that this was a radio station belonging to 
the Government of Puerto Rico, ALBIZU stated "It is well known that 
•she United States and Russia are thick as bread and honey. Yester- 
day 1 s program was devoted entirely to music by Russian composers 
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and music from the satellite countries. From now on those who 
have been attacking Russia will surely be changing their atti- 
tude” • 


According to MALDONADO, when the comment was made to 
ALBIZU that he reflected a good state of health, ALBIZU stated, 
”It seems that way. I feel bad and this impious attack by the 
government does not let up for a minute. The death penalty 
has been struck from our codes of law, but the death penalty is 
still being applied in Puerto Rico without the law”. 

In the September 1, 1955, issue of ”E1 Mundo” on Page 
1, columns 3 and 4, and Page 16, columns 4 and 5, there appears 
an article entitled ” ALBIZU Would Not Have Accepted Presidency of 
Republic” written by TEOFILO MALDONADO. This article refers to 
the interview which MALDONADO had with ALBIZU at the Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico Penitentiary on August 2&, 1955 i and mentioned 
above. The article states that ALBIZU informed MALDONADO that 
he never aspired to nor would he have accepted the presidency of 
Puerto Rico had the Island obtained its independence. According 
to MALDONADO, ALBIZU also stated "I have devoted my life to 
politics because I was born in an enslaved nation. Had I been 
born in a free country, I would have devoted my life to the arts 
and sciences”. 

V. REPORTED EFFORTS TO EFFECT SUBJECT T S RELEASE 


On August 24, 1955, T-4, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised SA WIRT R. JONES that JUANA 
OJEDA MALDONADO had recently made the statement that the NPPR was 
attempting to free PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS but that they did not know 
when they would succeed in that matter. OJEDA was at that time 
carrying a large package which she told T-4 contained cold cream 
which was to be used on the legs of ALBIZU. OJEDA commented that 
ALBIZU was in very bad health ^ 

JUANA OJEDA MALDONADO on May 31» 1955 , was sentenced at 
the Superior Court of Puerto Rico, Arecibo, Puerto Rico, to a 
term of imprisonment of from 7 to 10 years after conviction in 
the same court on February 8 , 1955, of violation of Commonwealth 
Subversive Activities law L ‘f 53 « She is presently free on bond 
pending appeal „ 
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An article appears in the October 12, 1955 j issue of 
"El Imparcial," a San Juan, Puerto Rico, daily Spanish language 
newspaper, on Page 5, columns 1, 2 and 3, and Page 37, column 1 
under the caption "Negotiate To Move ALBIZU To Hospital". This 
article, which carries the date line of October 11 from New 
York, reports that "A movement to have North American citizens 
address themselves to President EISENHOWER, asking him to inter- 
cede with the Governor, MUNOZ MARIN, of Puerto Rico to permit 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, President of the NPPR, to be move/i to a 
hospital to receive medical treatment was initiated by RUTH M. 
REYNOLDS, Secretary of the American League for Puerto Rican 
Independence" . 


This article also points out that in an extensive 
letter published in the October 10, 1955, issue of the newspaper 
"Labor Action" RUTH REYNOLDS says that ALBIZU CAMPOS recently 
suffered two heart attacks in the penitentiary in Rio Piedras. 
Also it is reported that REYNOLDS stated in her letter to "Labor 
Action" that "Americans do not have to be pro-Nationalist or 
even anti-imperialist to desire the removal of ALBIZU CAMPOS to 
a hospital. In order to demand an impartial investigation by 
persons not connected with the government of the charges made 
by ALBIZU CAMPOS himself that he is a victim of scientific tor- 
ture, it is only necessary to have some feeling of humanity". 

Regarding RUTH REYNOLDS, it is noted that she was 
convicted in Puerto Rico on September 7, 1951, of having violated 
the Commonwealth Subversive Activities Law #53 in that she took 
an oath to support the NPPR, which oath was administered by 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS to persons attending a General Assembly of 
the NPPR held on December IS, 1949, at Arecibo, Puerto Rico. 

In the latter part of 1954 the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico 
Supreme Court reversed the decision of the lower court concern- 
ing REYNOLD’S conviction. 

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publica- 
tions," prepared and released by the Committee on Un-American 
Activities, United States House of Representatives, on May 14, 
1951, contains the following concerning the publication "Labor 
Action" :

RAMON MEDINA RAMIREZ, former Acting President of the 
NPPR, in his book T, The Liberation Movement in the History of 
Puerto Rico" printed in 1950 at San Juan, Puerto Rico, states 
that the American League for Puerto Rican Independence was 
founded in 1943 at New York City by a group of North Americans. 
Its President was JAY HOLMES SMITH and its Secretary was RUTH 
MARY REYNOLDS. No Puerto Ricans were included. Its objective, 
as stated by its President and Secretary, is to aid in bringing 
about the independence of Puerto Rico. 

VI. MISCELLANEOUS 


T-5, "who has furnished reliable information in the 
past, advised SA THEODORE P. ROSACK on June 30, 1955, that ROSA 
LAMONT had recently informed him that PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS was 
gravely ill and that his side was paralyzed. LAMONT also stated 
that when ALBIZU dies that they (the NPPR in New York City, 
according to T-5) want to send him a very fine and luxurious 
coffin. LAMONT told T-5 that in order to collect the necessary 
funds for the coffin a raffle of a bedspread worth $150.00 was 
being held.titf^) 


T-5 advised on June 26, 1954, that ROSA LAMONT was 
then actively engaged in furthering the fund raising activities

Re San Juan report 10/3l/55> which reflects that 
the 10/12/55 issue of "EL IMPARCIAL", a San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, daily Spanish language newspaper, in an article 
"Negotiate To Move ALBIZU To Hospital," datelined 10/ll/55> 
in New York, states ihat a movement was instituted by RUTH M. 
REYNOLDS, Secretary of the American League for Puerto Rican 
Independence, to have North American citizens address themselves 
to President EISENHOWER to intercede with the Governor of Puerto 
Rico to permit the subject. President of the NPPR, to be moved 
to a hospital for medical treatment. 


RUTH REYNOLDS was convicted in Puerto Rico on 9/7/51 
of having violated the Commonwealth Subversive Activities Law 
#53 in that she took an oath to support the NPPR, which oath 
was administered by CAMPOS on 12/18/49. The Supreme Court of 
the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, in the latter part of 1954* 
reversed the lower court concerning REYNOLD’S conviction.

Subject was convicted in USDC, San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, in 1938 for conspiracy, sedition and inciting insurrection 
and was incarcerated 1937 to 1943. During the prosecution 
following the Nationalist uprising in 1950, subject was con- 
victed, in the Insular District Court, for five insular law 
violations dealing with use and possession of explosives and 
firearms, attack to commit murder and subversive activities. 

He was sentenced separately on each count, ranging from two 
and a half years to fifty-four years, sentences to be served 
consecutively. Subject was given a conditional pardon on 
9/30/53. Following the Nationalist attack on the United States 
House of Representatives, subject’s conditional pardon was r 

revoked on 3/5/54* On 3/8/54* subject was taken into custi 
and reincar cerat>ed to serve the approximately 31 years of 
minimum sentences remaining to be served.

DETAILS : 


I . IMPRISON!' .ENT STATUS 


Captain GERARDO DELGADO, Acting Superintendent, Common 
wealth of Puerto Rico Penitentiary, Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, 
advised SA WILLIAK j? . FOLj-OKaN on January 7» 1958, that PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS is incarcerated in that Penitentiary. He stated 
that ALBIZU is confined in a room in the hospital ward of the 
Penitentiary and is under constant guard for security reasons 
and also in order that his physical and mental condition can 
be observed at all times . 


DELGADO stated that another inmate is assigned to the 
task of attending to the subject's personal needs, such as 
cleaning his room and preparing his meals. 

according to DELGADO, the only visitor that the sub- 
ject has had during recent months has been his sister, maRIa 
C .MPOs, from Ponce, Puerto Rico, 


II. HEALTH STATUS 


Captain GERARDO DELGADO advised SA HOLLOMAN on January 
23, 1958, that the subject is in as good physical condition as 
can be expected, for a man of his age. He stated that the subjec 
has no serious physical ailments at this time but is being kept 
in a room in the hospital ward of the Penitentiary in order that 
his physical and mental health can be observed. 

According to DELGADO, the subject has a special diet 
designed to maintain his physical strength. DELGADO advised 
that the subject is physically capable of walking unaided; 
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however he prefers to remain in bed most of the time. 


confidential 



DELGADO stated that the subject continues in his asser- 
tion that he is being attacked by nuclear rays directed at him 
by the United States Government for the purpose of destroying 
him. DELGADO asserted that the subject appears to bo rather 
rational except concerning bis allegations regarding nuclear 
ray attacks . 


DELGADO furnished a copy of a letter received by 
him from Dr. RAFAEL TROYANO do los RIOS, Doctor of Medical Ser- 
vices, Commonwealth of Puerto Rico Penitentiary, dated January 
17 . 1936 , concerning the subject. This letter states in part: 

'’Since this inmate was admitted to the institu- 
tion it has been possible to determine that he presented 
a paranoic picture with delirious ideas and coenesthetic 
hallucinations. Since the admission of this inmate, 
reports have been given to the warden of this institu- 
tion on his condition. In regard to his physical condi- 
tion he was admitted with a marked edema in the feet and 
legs caused chiefly by a fungus infection and secondary 
infections. The said lesions on the feet and legs dis- 
appeared completely after treatment was given them. In 
regard to his general condition, we can consider it as 
good and adequate for the advanced age of the inmate. 

’’Of all the previously stated, I wish to make it 
a matcer of record that the mental condition continues 
to be completely the same as when he was admitted to 
this institution, and in regard to his physical condi- 
tion, it has improved since he was placed in this hos- 
pital in March 1934 


III. CONNECTIONS WITH THE NATIONALIST 
PARTY OF PUERTO RICO

referred to as the NPPR, has been designated bv the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450.

B. _ advocacy OF VIOlEJCE 

On February 18, l c 55» First Lieutenant ASTOL CALERO 
TOLEDO, Puerto Rico Police "'epartment, testified in the case of 
the United States vs. JUAN HERNANDEZ V ALLE , ET AL(concerning 
the eleven Puerto Rican Nationalists who were convicted on 
March 10, 1933, in the United States District Court, for the 
Southern District of New York, on charges of seditious conspiracy 
to overthrow the Government of the United States, Section 2384, 
Title 18, United States Code), During his testimony, CaLSRO 
stated that on December 15, 1947, PE9R0 ALEIZU CAMPOS spoke at 
t e Escobar Baseball Park in Puerto Rico, at which time ALBIZU 
stated, that he had returned to Puerto Rico not to exhibit him- 
self, but had returned to ask for action. CALERO testified 
that ALBIZU spoke concerning the Selective Service law and said 
that the Puerto Rican people should not comply with that law, 

CALERO testified that on March 16, 1946, at San Juan, 
Puerto Aico, aLBlZU spoke on conditions in Puerto Rico and 
finished his speech by saying that the United States was in 
Puerto Rico by the use of force and that the only way that 
Puerto Rico would get rid of the United States control would be 
by force » 

Lieutenant CALERO testified on February 21, 1953, in 
the case of the United States vs. JUAN HERNANDEZ VALLE, ST AL, 
that at a meeting at Manat i, Puerto Rico, on June 11, 1948, 

ALBIZU stated that "we Nationalists don't like to spill blood, 
but if in order to achieve independence we have to spill blood, 
we will not hold back." ALBIZU also stated, according to CALERO 's 
testimony, that on the Independence day all traitors and puppets 
were going to be hanged in the public square of Guanico and 
that they will bo dragged along the streets of San Juan and flogg^ 
with whips . 

CALERO continued that on Spetcmber 23, 1948, he 
attended an NPPR meeting at Lares, Puerto Rico, where he heard

PEDRO ALBIZU Cai^POS make a speech. ALBIZU spoke about the 
Lares Revolution and ‘he said that all the people in the world 
have seized the weapons to gain the independence. aLBIZU said 
that the police were persecuting him, but nevertheless the 
Nationalists had tc make tho Revolution* 

OAljsRO testified that on November 19# 1948# he heard 
AlBIZQ make a speech at Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, wherein AL 3IZU 
described the discovery of Puerto Rico and talked at length 
regarding tho traitors on the Island of Puerto Rico as of that 
date. ALBIZU stated that the time had come for the young people 
to rise up and that all the great empires of the world have dis- 
appeared; that is, had sunk, and that the United States was next 
in turn to disappear, according to CALERO, ALBIZU concluded 
by stating that “’I want to advise the United States that its 
days are numbered. 1 ’ 

OnLBRO testified that on March 21, 1949# he attended 
an NPPR gathering at Ponce, Puerto Rico, at which time ALBIZU 
stated that he wanted to advise the President of the United 
States as well as the Governor of Puerto Rico that they might 
fall the same as the Germans had fallen and that they could be 
hanged in t he near future in that same public square for the 
treason that thoy have been doing to the Fatherland. CALERO 
stated that ALBIZU kept saying.. ... ."down with tyranny, doath 
to the Yankees, and long live the Republic.” 

Lieutenant CnLERO also testified on February 21, 1955a 
that on September 23, 1945# he attended an NPPR gathering at 
Lares, Puerto Rico., at which time AnBlZU had specifically 
stated tliat the united States had destroyed many Puerto Ricans 
and that thus the Puerto Ricans had a right to destroy Americans - 

Lieutenant CALERO further testified that he attended 
an NPPR gathering at Aguada, Puerto Rico, on November 19, 1949# 
at which time AlBIZL stated in a speech that the Nationalists 
would have to look for a way to make themselves respected, 
possibly by the use of force. 

Corporal ANGEL MELENDEZ RODRIGUEZ, Puerto Rico Police 
Department, on February 21, 1955# testified in tho case of the 
United States vs. JUAN HERNANDEZ VALLE , nT AL . MELENDEZ testi- 
fied that on April 6, 1°50, at an NPPR gathering at Cabo Rojo, 
Puerto Reco, PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS made a speech in which he 
stated that the Nationalists have to fight in order to liberate 
themselves from slavery and from tyranny. 
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MELENDEZ testified in regard to the incidents currir:< 
on October 3°, 1950, at the Nationalist Headquarters in [San Juan 
Puerto Rico, He stated that when ho, with other policemen, 
reached the headquarters, he was maneuvering the police car so 
as to park it, when ALB1ZU appeared on the balcony of the build r. 
housing the El PR Headquartex-s, at which time ALBIZO threw a bomb 
at him. MELriNDEZ testified that ho immediately began to pack the 
car, at which time ALB1ZU threw a second bomb. MELENDEZ stated 
that ho wo., id est_mate that there wore twelve bombs thrown at 
that time and that he actually saw AnBIZU throw the last three.

On April 20, 1956, Governor LUIS MUNOZ MA RIN requested that I 
visit the Fortaleza to dlscuSs a problem with him. Colonel 
SALVADOR T. ROICL (NA), Chief of Police, P uerto Ri co Police ' 
Departpient^lfas^also called into the* conference' by the "Governor. 

I It developed that the Governor was concerned as to whether 
there had been any reports received concerning imminent violence. 
I told him that I had not received any such reports. He asked 

( whether in my estimation the Nationalist Party would die a 
natural death two or three years after PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS 1 
death. I pointed out that I was unable to prognosticate a 
situation such as he described in view of the fwt that con- 
ditions and individuals would undoubtedly have an effect on the 
eventual outcome of the Party. Colonel ROIG stated that he took 
a more pessimistic view and did not feel that the Nationalist 
Party of Puerto Rico would suffer at all from tjhe death of 
ALBIZU CAMPOS. He stated that he felt other individuals would 
carry on. 




Governor MUNOZ thereafter asked Colonel ROIG whether he thought 
ALBIZU CAMPOS should be transferred back to the penitentiary. 

ROIG answered very emphatically that he did believe ALBIZU should 

I be returned to the penitentiary as soon as possible. The Governor 
asked whether I had any observations on his return to the 
penitentiary, and I told him this matter was within the purview 
of the Commonwealth Government rather than the FBI. He stated he 
understood .this and pointed out that his purpose in calling ROIG 
and me ,wfts to tell us that he was contemplating at some time in 
the not -too -distant future moving ALBIZU CAMPOS from the 
Presbyterian Hospital in Santurce (within the San Juan metropolitan 
area) tb somg. other location where he would receive good medical 

I care, Hg£ stated t hat h e did not desire to return ALBIZU to the 
penitentiary /.in view of the implications that it would have on 
not o niyj'-the Nationalista.i>ut other people in Latin America.

He stated that he felt the return of^ALBIZU CAMPOS to the 
penitentiary would have the effect of secluding him "in some 
dark comer and letting him die" . He stated that he felt from 
the point of view of establishing that the Commonwealth Govern- 
ment was doing everything possible for ALBIZU that it would be 
better for him to be in some locality where people would be 
absolutely certain that he is receiving first class treatment. 

He stated that recently JOSE TRIAS MONGE, Attorney General, 
and CECIL SNYDER, Chief Justice .of .the Commonwealth Supreme 
Court, had occasion to be in tne "United States and that 
representatives of other Latin American countries asked both 
TRIAS and SNYDER about the health of ALBIZU. MUNOZ pointed out 
that it seemed atrocious to him that this individual could be 
important enough to warrant such inquiries from reputable 
citizens of other Latin American countries . He stated, however, 
that apparently ALBIZU' s name still means something in Latin 
America, and for that reason he was taking the inquiries of these 
individuals into consideration. 

He stated that he did not have any idea when ALBIZU would be 
moved since that would depend upon the doctors' decision, nor did 
he have any idea of the location to which ALBIZU might be moved 
in order to receive further medical treatment. 

The foregoing is being brought to the Bureau's attention as a 
matter of information.
